Smith docs not teach or suggest "updating the installer progiain from fdes in the 
iip<late" and **installiTig the update in the progn^ni with the updated installer program," 
as recited in claim 1. 

• Chanibcriain docs not teach or suggest *\ip(lating the installer program from files 
in the update" and "installing the update in tlie program with the updated installer 
prograni," as rccited in claim I. 

• Since the applied references, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or suggest 
every claim limitation, claim 1 cannot be rendered obvious by a combination of Smith 
and ChamherlaiiL 

• VViih respect to claim 3, tlic cited portion or Smith actually teaches away from the 
invention, because Smith leaches that a more n:ccnt vei-sion of a patch supersedes a 
less recent version. 

• With respect to claim 4, Smith fails to teach detemiinmg the version of an ijistallcr 
prograni from one single file contained wilhin the installer program, as alleged in the 
Onicc Action.

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• With respect to claim 5, Chamberlain performs inslallation, using the installer 
applicalion, to an inslallcd application, rather th m to the installer application itself. 
The Office Action proffers no reasoning as to why updating a registry is equivalent to 
the claimed step of packaging updated files and remaining installer files into an 
updaleil installer program. 

• While compression of program files is generally known, the prior art as a whole 
fails lo tench or sujj^gcst extracting (dccompresying) files from an installer program, 
updating files from the installer program, and packaging an compressing the updated 
and remaining inslallcr files to produce an updnicd installer program, as recited in 
claim 6.
